—The terms and conditions relating to imports under the 
Canadian Non-Project Loan 1970 of C. $17.0 million were notified under Public 
Notice No- 74-ITC(PN)/70 dated 19th May 1970. 

2. It has been -decided to make .the following amendments in the said terms 
and conditions: — 

(1) Para 3(iii)f,f) and Para 4(a) of the. Annexure to the said Public 
Notice: 

The words ‘‘Canriiun content of 30 f ;t” may be substituted by the words 
‘‘Canadian content of 60 2/3per cent”. 

(2) Appendix “A''—Cavdian Content Form to the. said Public Notice: 

Para 1 under the heading "Line 1" may be amended to read as: — 

"Canadian portion of material purchased should reflect the fact that such 
material purchased from Canadian suppliers has a non-Canadian con¬ 
tent. E.G. purchases from Canadian suppliers mav cost $10,000 but 
in this $10 000 there mav be $3,333-1/3 of Non-Canadian content, 
therefore, these should be entered only $6,668-2/3 in the Canadian 
Column and the $3,333-1/3 should be entered in the non-Canadian 
column. The total invoice value paid to Canadian suppliers. $10,000 
in the above example, should appeal on line B."
